The Pennsylvania Dailroad Dis-
charges 3,000 Laborers.

RETRENCHING ITS TFXPENSES.

Denial That the Cholera Has Anything to
e With It

NILLIONS BEIXG SPENT ON TRACKS

Daring the past three davs nearly 5,000
wmen employed on the Penusylvania Rail-
rond between Pittsburg and Philadelnhia,
laring new tracks, have been paid off and
discharged. Nearly 300 men eame in from
Jeannette yesterday, They were prinei-
caily Iialiay laborers, and each had in his
pocket an envelope coniaining his month's
pay. From one ot them, a foreman, it was
learned that they bad been employed by
William Heowley, the milroad contmetor,
in bailding the “fourth track" on the great
Penusvivania Nailroad, which was being
built to more easily aerommodate the traffic
next year when the World's Fair opens
The toreman, Michnel Gorman, siated fur.
ther that the order to suspend work on the
“tourth track” had come from President

loberts, now in Europe. Hesaid it was
genernlly understood that the order resulted
from the belief that the cholers plagus
would postpone the opening of the World's
Fair from 1503 until the following vear.

Saperisteadent Piteairn ouly laughed at
the latter statement when ssked as to its
truth, though he admitted that all the
extrn men on the Eastern division had been
laid off work. Asked the reason for such a
maove an the part of the company, Mr Pit-
enirn sand:

Catting Down Its Expenses,

“A blind man should be able to snswar
that question. The Shoenbergzer mills
stopned work this morning for an indefinite
pericd, Many cther large mammiscturers
and shippers in this city have beeu idle for
gcvernl weeks The snave conditions prevail
in other places. The Pennsylvania Com-
pany follows the principle of entting its
coni necording to its cloth. When business
is good and the lines are making money
muoh is spent on extensions and improve-
wenis.  When business is dull the opposite
emirse is follawed. The suspension of work

now is nothing new with ns We do it
every wear at abous this time. It was done
last Veur, The fact that our

eontroctors have stopped work and have
not beld us down to tiue conditions of our
agreement with them simply shows that
they are appreciative of existing conditions,
Of course 1f they insisted on proceeding
with the work under eontract we counld not
stop them, but they have not done so, As
ta the work in pracress I have never heard
the ‘fourth track’ applied to it. In some
places, it is true, a fourth track is beinz
laid, hut in others, where there are only
two tracks now, two more are being added.
The work is simply one of geneml improve-
ment, the laving of tracks whers they are
necded, and extension of sidinze

Mr. Pitenira would say nothing as to the
east of the work done or contemplated, but
nother gouree it was learned that
v 200 miles of mew track hnve been
laid during the present year by the Penn-
sxivania Rallroad at an expense of geveral
willions, and npearly as mueh more was
ehntemplsted before the present shut-down.

Mr Birown said: “It is not true that work
hus been siopped st sll points along the
line. We nre working at & number of pinces
gl we have xo much to do with the work
siready in hand that it was deemed advis-
vh.e not 1o enter upon auy lurther new op-
wis this summer. In consequenca o!
this onders were sent to Pittsburg the other
day not to give out contract for two points
on the  Pittsbarg division at which we had
contemplated doing work, one of the pluces,
1 believe, being near Nineveh and the other
gt Cresson. At neither of those places was
work begun, it only being contemplated, so

there is o m;\plni'tbout it At all the

places where work is under way, it is being

and will be carried on till finished.”
Miltons for New Traets,

Tne amount of money being expended by
railroad edmpanies with headquarters in
Pittsburg is something surprising, and the
stupendous acgregate is something that few
persons realize. The Pennsylvania lines
slone will spend about $7,000,000 this year
and next on its lines west of Pitisburg,
and the Pittsburg and Western bstween
£3,000,000 and $£4,000,000. The Pittsburg
and Lake Erie has nearly completed its ex-
tensive improvements inmlvinﬁ an outlay
of hundreds of thousands ot dollars, while
on the Pittsburg division there has been
considerable outlay, as also has been the
case on the West Penn. Alltﬁuther, this
sear and next, the various railroad com.
)anies whose lines center at Pittsburg will

ve exebanged for improvements the
enormous total of nearly, if not altogether,
$£12,000,000, The bulk of this amount is
being put where it will do the most good,
that is, into roadbeds The Pennsylvania
lines' expenditures are lacgely in that direc-
tion, although & large sum will be utilized
in purchasing new mlllng stock., The Pitts-
burg and Western’s millions will be nearly
altogether used to build a practically pew
line,
President DuBarry, of the Pennsylvanis,
said, in spenking of the company’s improve-
ments, that he coula not say how much
wonld be spent in and around Philadelphia,
but he thought a grand aggregate of $12,-
000,000 would abont cover the work in this
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State. The Reading's improvements will
wount into the millions also, but like
the Pennsrlvania no ides of the amount to
be expended in that vicinity cau be formed
at preseni.

on the subject. Ovrsters are, of course,
better in the winter than summer, but this
is on account of our distance i{rom the
oveter beds—thev lose their flavor ou their
onruney here. At the seaside I have eaten
oysters in August which have tasted as
good as any 1 have ever had. You hear a
ereat deal about ‘oyster fever,” cpused by
eating oysters out of season, I don't re-
member of ever having eeen a case. This
venr promises to be a VEryY progperous dne
for orster dealers. « Samples of this year's
cr-\r which I have tasted have an exceed-
ingly fine flavor. We expect to have our
firet lot in to-morrow moruing.*

The advent of the ovster will be of advan-
tare in many wavse. The belated husband
will be seen boarding a night car earrving
a “Iry” home in o box as a peace offeriug to
his waiting wife.

THE OLD ONE NOT SUCCESSFUL.

Delegates Hereafter to De Chosen by States
or by Cities,

OFF FOR THE SAN FRANCISCO MEETING |

Thomas P. Day, cashier of the People’s
National Bank, will leave next week for
San Franelsco to sitend the annual conven-
tion of national bankers at that city. Mr
Day is probably the oanly Pittsburger who
will attend the convention, which, it is
hought by many bankers, will be the last

| 101d by the present orgsnization. A new

arganization is contemplated by the leading
bankers of the larger cities of the country.
Meetings looking to the formation of the
new associntion have already been heid in
New York. The new plan is to bave dele-
gates elected from each State or from each
eity with a view to having the anunal con-
ventions composed of only the leading
baukers and financiers of the country.

The approaching convention of National
Bank men at San Francisco will call to-
gether o Inrge number of that fraternity
from all parts of the United States. Thesa
meetings are looked forward to by bankers
of the country with a great deal of pleasure
on acconnt of the opportunity they give for
forming personal acquaintances with corre-
spondents with whom they have had busi-
ness relations for many years but otherwise
might not meet face to face.

Havs a ¥ rv Pleasant Tims,

The real business of the convention is not
onerous and generally consists in calling
tie roll and the reading of a few essays by
delegates from diflerent parts of the gonn-
try. A sincular feature of this organiza-
tion is that its members are not looked upon
in any way as representatives of the locality
trom which they come, but simply of the
bauk with which they are counected, Any
bank which will pay 10 dues per annum is
entitled to send a member to take part in
the deliberations of the eonvention, whether
they represent & capital of §50,000 or £50,-
000,000,

The character of the convention is greatly
chanugrd since its Srst inception, when the
leading banks of the United States and of
New York aud the Esstern cities took an
aotive part in its deliberations. Within the

st few years it has been looked unon more |

as & chanuel for social intercourss, mnd
many bank officers Isostpune their aonual
vacation until this time in order that they
may attend the meecting of the Bankers'
Convention.

It is likely there will be a change in this
respect. A reorganization las been pro-
posed by some of the more eminent finan-
eiers of tlie conutry who formerly took an
active part in the ?eliberatinns and work ol
the Bankers' Assoeiation, and who did
much to shape the finanelal affaivs of the
country and to devise and throw about the
national banking system the protections
and restrictions that have made it the most
admirable scheme of banking, with the
best, salest and most satisfactory supply of
currency the world has ever known.

Members Wi'l Reprosont Districts,

They propose to recast the present asso-
ciation or form: & new one, where delegates
would be elected from States or prescribed
localities, who would anuunally, or oftener
if desired, meet and eonsider the aflairs of
the national banks

It wonld be ensily seen that an associa-
tion formed upon such a plan, whose mem-
bers were chosen on acceunt of their
peculiar fitness, experience and knowledge
of the wauts of thelr own special loeslity,
would have a very different status in the
eves of the publie, than the present assem-
bly, whére a simple conneotion with any
national bank and the payment of an an-
nual fee of §10 are the only requirements of
members,

It is claimed that this would elevate the
character of the association from an annual
junketing, to a permanent and vseful organ-
azation which would be ever on the alert to
protect not only the interesis of the banks
themselves, but the entire public.

CHOLERA PREVENTION.

It Is Easior Than Cure—Hints That Shoald
Be Eead and Bsmembered—Frecan-
tlorary Measares Tendersd by the New
York Flealth Department,

The New York Health Department has

isaued the following circular:
How Cavght.

Healthe persons ‘“‘catoh™ cholera by
taking into their systems through the
mouth, as in their food or drink, or from
their bands, knives, forks, plates, tumblers,
clothing, &e, the germs of the disease
which sre always present in the discharges
from the stomach and bowels of those sick
with cholera.

Thorongh cooking destroys the cholera germa;
therefore— ;
Dox't eat raw, uncooked articles of any

kind, not even milk,

DoN’T eat or drink to excess Use plain,
wholesome, digestible tood, as indiges-

ion and diarrhcsa favor an attack of
cholera.

Dox't drink unboiled water,

Dox'r eat or drink articles unless they
have been thoroughly and recently
cooked or boiled, and the more recent
and hotter they are the safer.

Dox'r employ utensls in eating or drink-
ing unless they have been recently put
in boiling water, the more recent the
safer,

Dox"r eat or handle food or drink with un-
awshed hands or receive it from the on-
washed hands of others,

Dos'r use the hands for any purpose when
soiled with cholera discharges; thor-
oughly cleanse them at once

Personal cleanliness and cleanliness of
the living and sleeping rooms and their
contents and thorough ventilation should
be rigidly enforeed. Foul water closets,
sinks, Oroton faucets, cellars, ete., should
be avoided, and when present shonld be re-
terred to the Health vd st once and
remedied.

Precantionary Meamres of Treatment,

The successful treatment and the preven-
tion of the spread of this disease demand
that its earliest manifestations be promptly
recogniged and treated. Therefore:—
DoXN'T doctor yourseif for bowel complaint,

but get to bed and send for the nearest
physician at once  Send for your family
physician; send to a dispensary or hos-
pital; send to the Health Department;
send to the Jjearest police station for
medical aid,

Dox't wait, but send at onee. If taken ill
in the street, seek the nearest drug-
store, dispensary, hospital or police sta-
tion, and demand prompt medieal atten-
tion. v

Do’ permit vomit or diarrhaal disch
ey tocome in oontact with food, drin
or clothing. These discharges should
be received in proper vessels and kepi
covered untii removed noder competent
directions. Pour boiling water on them,
pat a strong solution of earbolie acid in
them (not less than cne part of acid to
20 of hot soapsuds or water).

Dox'r wear, handle or use sny articles of
clothing or furniture that are soiled
with cholera discharges. Pour boiling
water on them or put them into it, an
sorub them with earbolie acid solution

~  mentioned above, and promptly request
the Health Board to remove them.

Dox'r be frightened, but do be cautious,
and avoid excesses and unnecessary ex-
posures of every kind.
